Five highwaymen, in a spectacu- 
lar holdup of an express money 
truck today, ran into such a hot 
fusillade of bullets that they 
abandoned their stolen automobile 
and $3200 in loot, and fled afoot, 
probably glad to escape with their 
lives.

Pistol Slipped Into Pocket. 

The approach of the wagon was 
signal for four of the robbers to 
jump from their car, sawed-off 
shotguns in their hands. Two of 
them, taking the west side of the 
wagon, ordered Wilmes off with an 
oath, and the others repeated the 
process with Bambrick and Han- 
lon. The driver and both guards 
were made to stand on the Union 
Station platform, facing the wail. 
Wilmes had slipped his pistol in his 
pocket as he alighted, and the 
robbers did not find it, but they 
Cisarmed Hanlon. 

The actions of the robbers which 
followed are conjectural as the 
victims could see nothing, and ac- 
counts of persons’ in the vicinity 
differ. Apparently some or all of 
the highwaymen _.returned to the 
wagen and seized four money 
sacks, each containing $800 in 
silver, which were carried to their 


machine, in which at least one 
other man waited, with the motor 
running. 


Perhaps something scared one of 
the highwaymen, but at any rate 
a shot was fired that grazed Guard 
Hanlon’s neck so closely that he 
heard its whistle. The shot was 
heard back at the depot by the 
chief guard, who a few moments 
before had been thankful that the 
day’s worry was over. This man, 
Albert Thiemeyer, and another 
guard, E. lL. Krueger, ran to the 
holdup scene and started the fusil- 
lade that foiled the robbers.

Reports of 
the affray received by the police 
did not indicate whether shots 
were returned by the highwaymen 
Tiere was reason to believe the 
driver of the robbers’ car was 
struck, for the machine had not 
gone 300 feet when it swerved 
sharply to the left and crashed 
into another car at the south curb. 

Coincident with the impact the 
robbers tore through the side cur- 
tains, leaped to the pavement and 
scattered at top speed, leaving the 
four sacks of money behind in the 
car. Pursuers did the best they 
could to follow, but were baffled 
by the maze of streets and alleys 
in the vicinity.

Karl Sperber of Paris was’ sen- 
tenced to 15 months, and the Rus- 
sian Prince, Faust Gagarin, to five | 
months. 

Eugene Victor Nelson of Chi-| 
cago, the fourth defendant, was set 
free. 

A sentence of three years for 
Griffis was recommended by State’s 
Attorney Nebel. 

Nebel also urged three years for 
Sperber of Paris; one year for Ga- 
garin, and six months for Nelson. 

Bergdoll’s counse! contended 
that these terms were insufficient 
punishment, and 
for heavier sentences, 
for Griffis and Nelson. 

Nebel contended that the United 
States Government was largely re- 
sponsible for the attempts to re- 
move Bergdoll illegally. He ex- 
pressed the opinion that it would 
be wise if the Americans, in the 
interests of peace, abandoned “this 
everlasting man hunt for Bergdoll.”’ 
He asserted that Germany’s sov- 
ereignty had been violated and that 
the Americans had taken advan- 
tage of Germany’s weakness. 

“If the American Government 
desires the extradition of Bergdoll, 
why does it not take steps through 
the proper channels?” the attorney 
asked. He declared tiriffis and his 
fellow defendants shuuld thank 
their stars and the Eberbach po- 
lice that they were not lynched on 
the night of Aug. 10 by a mob. 

The State’s Attorney began his 
arguments today by contending 
that it was quite clear there were

Foul waters imprisoned for 
more than 25 years in the aban- 
doned Chester mine at Belleville, 
which yesterday afternoon broke 
into and flooded th Radium coal 
mine, drowning three miners and 
imperiling 250, flowed on during 
the night into the abandoned Murt- 
phy mine on a lower level, and this 
morning rescue teams were alle 
to go down and recover the bodies 
of the three drowned men. 

It was near quitting time yester- 
day and Roscoe Collins and An- 
drew Cox were at work at the far 
face room No.'14, off of north en- 
try No. 5. 3 

Back of the thin wall’ 6f ‘coal 
into which the machine was ‘bor- 
ing were the black waters that had 
filled the Chester cavern during 
the years, from seepage and sur- 
face draining. Under the machine’s 
pounding and grinding the wall, 
with the pressure of water behind 
it, began to weaken. At first 


there was only seepage. Then 
water began to to surge out at the 
top of the vein. 


Gave Shout of Warning. 


The two men ran out of the room 
shouting warning to men in ad- 
joining rooms. The next instant 
the wall collapsed with a crash 
and the water, heavy with debris, 
rushed through. 

The flood gushed out of the 
room to the entry and along the 
entry, spreading &nto other rooms 
as it went, losing in that way some 
of the violence of its first inrush 
but sweeping on, a rising tide, to- 
ward other entries.
